SOUTH EH N JU STIC E AN D TUE 
NEGRO. 
Now and then facts come to the su r­ 
face showing that the loss of his vote ie 
not the only wrong whioh the negro 
suffers in the eoath. There is abundant 
proof that in the administration of jus­ 
tice he is subjected to painful discrimin­ 
ation. 
The number of negro convicts in 
the southern penitentiaries and chain- 
gangs is out of all proportion to the pop­ 
ulation, eveu considering the relative 
ignorance and irrepponsibuity of the 
blacks. 
One explanation of this is that

and it has been declared that the profit 
derived by the state from the chain gangs 
bas had the effect, unconsciously .per­ 
haps, to encourage sentences for long 
terms. 
Favoritism to white convicts, 
even when guilty of the more serious 
crimes, hss not been uncommon. The 
death rate in almost every southern state 
shows cot only a shocking mortality 
among convicts as compared with the 
records of northern states, due no doubt 
to the brutalities of the lessee system, 
but shows also that the bulk of this mer • 
tality is among the blacks. 
It is easy to say, says the New York 
Tribune, that the southern negroes ere 
ignorant and shiftless, and sometimes 
vicious. 
But the blacks in the north, 
many of whom are also ignorant, make 
no such record in the police oourte. On 
the contrary, their reputation, on the 
whole, is that of a docile race. In some 
of the southern states public sentiment 
has already had the effect to soften the 
operation of the law with regard to the 
petty offences of negroes. In Mississippi 
for example, a few years ago there were 
seven black convicts to one white, bat 
as juries became a little less righteous 
in giving the negroes ‘ the butt end of 
the law,” the proportion of white con­ 
victs has increased to nearly one-third. 
In that state, the theft of a pig, a calf or 
a lamb is a penitentiary offense, and the 
theft of property exceeding SIO in value 
is grand larceny. Similar severity marks 
the admin stration of justice in many 
southern states. 
The most striking example of this is to 
be found in the recent report issued by 
Governor Richardson of South Carolina, 
giving a statement of his pardons, and 
the reason therefor, during the last year. 
Out cf 894 penitentiary convicts in the 
state, all but 51 are blacks. Seventy ne­ 
groes were pardoned last year, 25 of 
whom were undergoing life sentences^ 
and 13 bad been sentenced for ten years 
or more. Among them were two c Acred 
children, nine and ten years of age 
respectively, who had beeD sentenced ta 
imprisonment for life en pleading guilty 
to burglary and the theft of articles not 
exi i (d ug £10 in value. One negro was 
i cl it Let d five jeers ego to imprison­ 
ment for life for stealing ten or twelve 
pounds of ll m r. 
Ile was released on 
the ground that his punishment was 
s vere enough. 
Another, whose wife 
and chi'dren were starving, broke into a 
store where there were many valuable 
goods, but took only a little baoon and 
ll >ur. He was sentenced for life, but 
pardoned by the governor after four years’ 
imprisonment. 
Another colorei man 
was "sentenced to twelve years 
for 
arson, on evidence which, it is safe to 
Bay, could never have convicted a whi-© 
man. He proved an alibi by ten wit­ 
nesses, but certain footprints near the 
scene of the fire were very like his, and 
he was sent to prison, securing a pardon 
only after three years. 
A lad was ac­ 
cused of murder eleven years ago, but 
bis employers testified that he was four 
miles away at the time the crime was 
committed. Afterward he was rearrested 
end tried without their knowledge, Con­ 
victed and sentenced to be hanged bat was 
finally granted imprisonment for life as 
a special boon. 
AftergunceEsing efforts 
bis employers have succeeded in secur­ 
ing a pardon. 
It is almost incredible that such crimes 
eau be committed in the name of justice 
in a christian country. 
To condemn 
mere infants to imprisonment for life for 
the meet venial offenses is an ontrage 
upon humanity which it is impossible to 
contemplate without a shudder. 
These 
abuses are by no means confined to 
South Carolina. 
They exist in other 
southern slates, in many of which, in 
spite of all that has been said and writ­ 
ten, the convict system still retains much 
of its brutal character. 
How long must 
this continue? 


There is a growing feeling among in­ 
telligent people, and especially among 
independent thinking medical men, that 
it noculation for smallpox does a great 
deal more harm than good.

its severity, while it is admitted as a faot 
beyond all controversy that it spreads 
ottn r diseases throughout the com inanity 
It may lead to some saticfaetory results if 
the commission about to be appointed 
by the British government to investigate 
gies into the question thoroughly.

M arquette, Mich., April 9 .—Tho R eg­ 
ister and Receiver of the Land Ollico for 
this district has decided iii favor of the 
scrip location on the lan is within the in­ 
demnity limits of the Marquette, Hough­ 
ton & Ontonagon railroad grant recently 
declared forfeited, as against tho home­ 
stead and pre-emption settlers, who claimed 
the lands in dispute by virtue of actual 
entry thereon as soon as they were thrown 
open to entry as against tho scrippers, who 
had previously applied for the lands.

S eattle, TV. T., April 9. —A prizo-fight 
took place here Sunday between William 
Scott and Frank Britton which resulted in 
the fatal wounding of one man and the 
serious injury of two others. 
During tho 
fourth round Britton claimed a foul. 
This 
the referee refused to allow and ordered 
the fight to proceed. 
Britton refused to go 
on and the referee gave the fight to Scott. 
A crowd of Britton’s friends sprang into 
the ring and bitterly protested. Hot words 
followed. 
Pistols were drawn and a num­ 
ber of shots fired. 
The row was finally 
quelled, and it was found that Tom and 
Charley Clancy, well-known saloon-keep­ 
ers, and James McCann, Britton’s second, 
had been wounded. 
I he fight took place in the dining-room 
of the race-track hotel and was witnessed 
by nearly two hundred Seattle sports. The 
C laney brothers were each wounded in the 
thigh. 
McCann was shot in tho groin and 
will die. 
Several who were present at tho 
fight havo been arrested and excitement 
runs high.

L ondon, April 9.—Henry M. Stanley’s 
letter to the Royal G eographical society 
was road at the m eeting of that ho ly last 
evening. 
Tho letter consists m ainly of 
a repetition 
of what has already been 
hublished. 
Ho describes at length various 
devices by which the natives endeavored to 
prevent the advance of tho expedition. 
One of theso was to dig shallow pits across 
the path of the column and fill them with 
skewers, which were lightly covered with 
leaves. 
Tho skewers pierced the feet of 
Stanley’s men, inflicting wounds that in 
many cases developed into gangrenous 
sores. 
Tho men who wero lamed in this 
manner were seldom of further service. 
Mr. Stanley calls the natives “cunning 
rogues,” and says that for tho purpose of 
extortion they always pretended that the 
country was suffering from a famine. Tho

tion, but the natives who wero captured by 
tho expedition imparted all they know.

thanksgiving 
and 
jatriotie instruction. 
This is deemed fitting, as on this day IOU 
years ago the valor anti far-souing states­ 
manship of the revolutionary fathers, after 
many years of unparalleled difficulties and 
dangers, culminated in the union of thirteen 
halting and wavering colonies into one 
federal republic by the inauguration of 
George Washington as tire first Presi­ 
dent. 
“ It is a day that will Ie forever memor­ 
able in our national history and in the an­ 
nals of the human race, marking as it does 
the greatest achievement ever made in tho 
science of civil government and demon­ 
strating the capacity of mankind to govern 
themselves. 
“ For a century wo have lived and pros 
pored under these institutions, and to-day 
we are the happiest, tho freest, and tho 
most prosperous people in the world. 
No 
nation ever had greater cause for rejoicing 
and 
for thankfulness to tho Supreme 
Being than our own; no people over hold a 
more 
sacred trust than the American 
people. 
I recommend, 
therefore, 
that 
business bo laid aside, and that the day bo 
made one of rejoicing and thanksgiving. 
In every schoolhouse, church, and homo in 
tho State lot our youth be taught tho 
lessons of patriotic devotion to country. 
Let those too, who have from other lands 
sought refuge on the shoros of the republic 
be instructed in tho duties and responsibili­ 
ties of American citizenship. 
W ith a 
fraternal feeling for all, let us as we step 
from tho old century into the now forget 
tho bitter strifes and animosities of the 
past, and remember only that wo are one

March 9.—In tho 
Senate Monday nothing was done of gen­ 
eral interest, save the routine legislation of 
a thin gathering, with little practical work 
before it. 
In tho House Mr. 
Ecton called up on 
second reading his bill aimed at Chicago 
kidnapers. 
It makes tho kidnaping of 
children a capital offense, and after the 
adoption of three or four amendments was 
advanced on tho calendar. 
The bill, as 
ordered to third reading is os follows: 
“ That whoever unlawfully takes, decoys, 
or inveigles away any child under the age 
of IO years, with the Intent to detain or 
conceal such child from its parents, guard­ 
ian, or others having the lawful charge or 
custody of such child, 
shall bo deemed 
guilty of abduction, and upon conviction 
thereof shall suffer the punishment of 
death by hanging by the neck until dead, 
or imprisonment in the penitentiary not 
less than ten j'ears or during natural life, 
and one week in each year In tho peniten­ 
tiary shall bo in solitary confinement; pro­ 
vided, this section shall not apply to any 
ono who in good faith interferes to protect 
such child from cruel treatment.” 
Tho Governor has signed tho bill pro­ 
viding for tho identification of habitual 
ceiminals. 
The bill (contains a number of 
important amendments to the criminal 
law. 
It provides for the establishment of 
a register of criminals, in which a descrip­ 
tion and the criminal history of each con­ 
victed felon in tho State shall be kept. 
For tho history court records in this and 
other States aro to" tie drawn from, an i 
tho Bertillon methods of measurement and 
registration are to be relied on. 
It is mado the duty of prosecuting 
officers to forward to the warden of tho 
penitentiary, or other officer in charge of 
the register, all tho information obtainable 
about each convict. 
Tho register is to be 
kept secret, 
except for tho purpose of 
identifying persons accused of crime. 
Tho 
record is accessible only to officers of courts 
of record and representatives of the prose­ 
cuting attorney in tho county in whieh tile 
person is being tried. 
Information as to the identification of 
criminals may be exchanged with other 
States, where each State has mado pro- 
j vision for similar identification.
